It 
was on the morning of April 15 h, 
1817, that Thomas Hopkins G-tllaudet 
assembled bis little class of seven 
deaf mates in Hartford, Ct., and be- 
gan the work of education that has 
assumed sach gigantic proportions, 
and is at the present time of such far 
retching importance. Then, there 
was not a single educated deaf male 
(except Clerc) in America. Now, there 
are at least 26,000. and tbe same nnm 
ber bave lived and been educated, 
wrought and labored with brain and 
and band, and after records of use- 
ful lives and good citizenship, bave 
paused into eternity in tbe hope of 
A blessed hereafter, which, withom 
edncition, they never could have felt ; 
fur, to the uneducated, death tnn-t 
seem "asnnlit pas-age to a sunless 
shore." Of the 38 000 deaf mates in 
tbe United States, over 8.000 are now 
being educated in the vaiii.nl* school* 
for the deaf. In seventy years, that 
little class of bnginners has increased 
more than a ibon«mi.d r old.
